HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



Nails in decoration. Round headed brass 
nails may of themselves be extensively used in 
decorating chests, etc. It is well known in 
repousse" or sheet brass work that a very im- 
portant point consists of introducing at regular 
intervals bosses, or round studs, of such u 
nature that they shall attract the eye by reflect- 
ing light. Thus, in the days when every room 
had its salvers and plates of hammered brass, 
favorite subjects were oranges, grapes, and 
other round fruits, whose hemispherical and 
rounded surface gave a brilliant reflect of 
light. Accordingly, a very favorite subject for 
a brass platter was the spies returning from 
Canaan, bearing between them an immense 
bunch of grapes. During three hundred years 
there were as many salvers made with this 
subject as all others combined. In fact, the 
employment of the boss,'or knob, or circle, in 
art is as old as art itself; it was common 
among the earliest races, and an article which 
I have read declares that the white dots in a 
blue ground which form the undying " polka- 
dot pattern " in cravats is a survival of the 
heads of the rivets in ancient armor. It is as 
curious as instructive to observe how, for in- 
stance in Romanesque dress, very good effects 
were produced by simple circlets, surrounded 
at times by dots. These are seen, too, not only 
on old Anglo-Saxon and Gaulish dresses, but 
on all objects where it was desirable to pro- 
duce the most ornamental effect in the easiest 
manner. Nails can be had at the brass fur- 
nisher's in great variety and of every pattern, 
from one or two inches in diameter down to tbe 
tiniest tacks. — From "Metallic Band-work and 
Nails in Decoration," by Charles Q. Leland, in 
St. NiCHOLAS/or November. 

A clever clock Is shown in a Broadway 
window. The background represents a de- 
cayed brick wall liberally stuck over with 
posters of Parisian papers and novelties dis- 
played at the Bon Marche" and other local es- 
tablishments. Distributed in the proper circle, 
but with apparent indifference, are the figures 
and a pair of hands come out from the place 
left vacant by a displaced brick. An urchin, a 
street gamin in the rig of a clown, is climbing 
over the top of the wall and pointing to the 
figures as if calling attention to the flight of 
time. 

A new idea in picture frames is shown in 
a Fifth Avenue window. It is a very broad 
band of perfectly plain walnut seemingly kept 
in place by a gilt molding upon the inner and 
outer edges. The effect is very good and 
serves to throw out a picture in a realistic and 
most agreeable manner. 

A pretty arrangement for an entrance 
door is to have a curtain suspended before the 
door in the room and a few feet from it, so a6 
to form a sort of ante-room. It also serves to 
shut off a draft when the door is opened.-

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Coloring of brass. We translate the fol- 
lowing from Industrie Zielung : 

If brass be covered with moistened sand 
for some time a beautiful brown coloration is 
developed upon the surface, which remains 
bright when polished with a dry brush. In 
order to render the color more light or green, it 
is covered with a film of verdigris obtained by 
evaporation of dilute acid applied to the sur- 
face. The antique appearance of the article 
thus treated is quite beautiful and more or le&s 
lasting. An objectionable feature of the pro- 
cess is the extent of time necessary for its exe- 
cution, and it has for this reasen been substitu- 
ted by another process. 

The brass being heated is immersed in old 
or dilute nitric acid, and left therein till the 
surface is covered with scales; it is then 
cleansed with sand, washed, and bronzed. The 
term bronze comprehends in commerce all pos- 
sible colorations. 

Brown is obtained by immersion in a solu- 
tion of nitrate or chloride of iron ; the intensity 
of the color being dependent on the strength 
of the liquid— for violet colore antimony 
chloride being used ; while a chocolate color 
is obtained when the surface is covered with a 
layer of humid iron oxide and highly heated, 
and polished with graphite. By moistening the 
brass with a solution containing iron and arsenic 
chloride, an olive green is imparted to it. The 
liquid is prepared by dissolving the respective 
metals in muriatic acid. The surface is polished 
with a graphite brush and coated with a lac- 
quer composed of one part varnish, four parts 
turmeric, and one part gummi gutta. 
_ A steel color is developed by using a boil- 
ing solution of arsenic chloride, while a careful 
application of a concentrated solution of sodium 
sulphide causes a blue coloration. 

Black, being generally used for optical in- 
struments, is obtained from a solution of gold 
or platinum chloride, to each of which tin 
nitrate has been added. In Japan the brass is 
bronzed by using a boiling solution of copper 
sulphate, alum, and verdigris. 

The success in the art of bronzing depends 
in a chief measure upon the temperature of the 
alloy and solution, the quality and proportion 
of the metals used in preparing the alloy, length 
of time of immersion, drying, and many other 
particularities— as regards care of the manipu- 
lations — which demand a dexterity only ac- 
quired by practice. 

When it is not the object to impart to the 
surface an artificial color, but to protect it 
against the formation of rust or oxidation, a 
coating of the surface with a varnish called 
"lacquer" will then suffice. The metal is 
heated as above, steeped in acid, and washed 
with water ; it is again immersed in pure nitric 
acid, washed, and dried in sawdust. Or the 
brass is placed in dilute nitric acid— one part of 
acid to one part of water — until the surface 
appears quite white, being then washed and 
dried as before. The first method produces a 
bright, the latter a dull surface ; by polishing 
the projecting parts this imperfection is partly 
overcome. The articles are again immersed in 
acid, washed with water, containing some 
crude potassium bitartrate, and dried in hot 
sawdust. The so prepared articles are heated 
on a hot plate and then varnished. The var- 
nish used is prepared by dissolving one ounce 
shellac in one pint alcohol. Pigments, sandal- 
wood, dragon's blood, and annatto are intro- 
duced to increase the color and gloss; also 
turmeric, saffron, gummi gutta, etc. The 
former produce a yellow, these a red, and a

An excellent light-colored lacquer consists 
of three parts aloes, one part turmeric, and one 
part plain varnish. A yellow lacquer is com- 
posed of one part turmeric, four parts dragon's 
blood, and one part of the spirit varnish. A 
red lacquer can be made by mixing thirty-two 
parts of annatto, eight parts dragon's blood, 
and one part varnish. 

Lacquers fade and are chemically altered 
by the combined action of light and heat, and 
should be kept in vessels of glass or earthen 
ware ; they are also affected by metals.— Scien- 
tific American.

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Among upholstering goods coming into 
vogue, and so beautiful in itself as to need no 
ornament, is a short napped fine plush, printed 
in artistic colors and designs. An example 
just opened, shows a short, fine, lustrous, 
bloomy pile of a dull blue color ; on this 
ground are printed irregular groups of quaint 
arabesques and outline disks in tawny reds and 
oranges. 

Table scarfs and bureau scarfs are still 
popular forms of covering. A very effective 
table scarf is composed of maroon felt cloth 
finished at either end with a deep fringe of 
felt, cut in very narrow strips. Hung diagon- 
ally across the lower end appears a branch of 
pink apple blossoms boldly painted in oils, the 
effect of which is very charming. A bureau 
scarf of cream momie has for ornamentation at 
either end two bands of dull blue plush border- 
ing a twelve inch insertion of loose meshed 
linen, which is embroidered in golden olives, 
partly filled in lotus blossoms, with buds and 
foliage in the same colors on a ground darned 
in with pale blue. The ravelled momie below 
the plush forms a fringe with a deep knotted 
heading ; bunches of blue and olive silk tied in 
with the ravellings brighten the fringe. 

A word as to the splashers, how much 
handsomer than the hideous, so-called Japan- 
ese splashers with their mechanically painted 
flowers, are the pretty splashers made of a 
breadth of Canton matting suspended by small 
gilt rings from a brass rod banner-wise, and 
painted artistically with trailing nasturtiums 
or branches of wild roses. 

A new combination in metals this winter 
will be forged iron and copper ; the iron cut in 
open patterns overlays the copper which shines 
through with a ruddy lustre ; salvers, candle- 
sticks, and inkstands have appeared so far. 
The so-called baser metals are now being 
worked with such skill as to rival the precious 
metals, showing that exquisite form and color 
after all are the leading charms, whatever 
medium is chosen for their expression. A 
charming combination also is of copper with 
colored bronzes. On a large panel of this 
metal is shown the head of a Moorish girl with 
graceful turban, jewels and drapery, all 
wrought in brilliant bronzes. Mounted on a 
panel of Austrian oak, bound with bands of 
copper ornamented with arabesques of silver, 
and encircled by a twisted band of garnet 
plush, this high relief forms a rich Avail decora- 
tion. Among smaller ornamental pieces are 
hand-painted jugs, cannettes, and vases of olive 
body, on which are variously painted crimson 
Virginia creeper vine, Michaelmas daisies, and 
nasturtiums. A decided novelty in minor 
decorations is an ice water jar or cooler in 
Oriental style, as follows : A large glass jar 
has a pasteboard cover made to fit its top. A 
pasteboard cover made to fit outside the jar is 
neatly covered with yellow Canton silk. The 
cover of the cooler is also covered with the 
yellow silk ; on the top is applied a decoratior 
f Chinese figures embroidered in gay silks 
A silken cord run through two holes pierced iu 
the lid is knotted underneath and forms a 
handle to lift the lid. — The Art Interchange.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



A floral clock. A correspondent of a 
Western paper describes a novel floral dis- 
coveiy which he made in New Orleans. In the 
French quarter of that city he found an old 
Judge, a botanist of a practical turn of mind, 
who had constructed a floral clock of plants 
which are known to blossom about certain 
hours of the day or night. By his system the 
day hours of twelve, one, two, and three are 
told by different species of the portulacca ; the 
well-known "four o'clock" denotes the hour 
of that name ; six o'clock is the geranium and 
seven the evening primrose ; ten the night 
flowering cactus, and so on through the 
twenty-four hours. It is claimed for this 
natural timepiece that it seldom errs more than 
a few minutes, and certainly its iLgenuity and 
its beauty combined are attractions which 
should recommend it to gardeners. Ladies 
would find it a pleasing diversion to make such 
combinations and see which could organize the 
most accurate horological garden plot. 

An oil painting: that has been fly specked 
may be restored to its original brightness by 
using the following: Put into two quarts of 
6trong lye half a pound of Genoa soap, rasped 
very fine, with one pint spirits of wine; let 
them simmer on the fire for half an hour, then 
strain them through a cloth. Apply the prep- 
aration with a brush to the picture, wipe it off 
with a sponge, and apply it a second time, 
which will remove all dirt. Then, with a little 
nut oil warmed, rub the picture and let it dry. 
It is a risky undertaking, however, for an 
amateur at any time to endeavor to clean an oil 
painting. 

Attractive frames for drawings or water 
color sketches may be very easily constructed 
at home in the following manner : first pur- 
chase a plain pine frame with a bevelled edge 
the size desired for the picture, give it a coat 
of glue size and while wet sprinkle with homi- 
ny or rice all but the edges, which are to be left 
smooth ; when quite dry a second coat of glue 
is necessary; after a few days, when completely 
dry, gild it all over with gold paint, which can 
be purchased in bottles. — The Record awl 
Guide. 

To solder tortoise shell. Bring the edges 
of the pieces of shell to fit each other, observ- 
ing to give the same inclination of grain to 
each ; then secure them in a piece of paper and 
place them between hot irons or pincers ; apply 
pressure and let them cool. The heat mu6t not 
be so great as to burn the shell ; therefore try 
first on a piece of white paper. 

A pretty winter decoration may be made 
from the lace plant, or Scotch-mist. The dried 
sprays are dipped first in water and then in 
flour. When dry it presents the appearance of 
being laden with hoar frost, and is equally 
pretty alone or combined with red berries or 
Christmas greens. 

Flowers may be kept very fresh over night 
if they are excluded entirely from the air. To 
do this wet them thoroughly, put in a damp 
box, and cover with wet raw cotton or wet 
newspaper, then place in a cool spot. 

If grease spatter on coat or vest an imme- 
diate rubbing with cold water, whether with 
towel or nail brush, will remove it. After it 
dries this is not effective. 

Willow baskets which have become soiled, 
or discolored may be made very ornamental 
again by bronzing or gilding them.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



Painting: photographs. To prepare a 
photograph for coloring, first take a large 
brush and wash over the photograph with 
clean water to ascertain if it be in a proper 
state to take the colors. If the water runs off 
the surface unevenly forming globules, as 
though it were greasy, wipe off the water and 
then pass the tongue from the bottom edge 
upward over the whole face of the picture. 
Repeat the process twice, and on again trying 
the water it should lie smoothly over every 
part. This method, certainly, does not seem 
very cleanly, but it is preferred by practiced 
photograph colorists to the employment of any 
of the various preparations that are sold for 
the purpose. " Newman's sizing preparation '» 
is as good as any of these latter. (2) In paint- 
ing the shadows of the face use raw umber, 
yellow ochre, vermillion, and a little lamp- 
black with rose madder. A touch of cobalt is 
very useful in the half tints. (3) For black 
cloth use lampblack, cobalt, and rose madder, 
with burnt sienna added in the shadows. The 
same colors are used in painting silk, the dif- 
ference in texture being indicated by the dif- 
ferent way the light falls upon silk and cloth. 
The folds of silk are thinner, and the light 
consequently sharper. — Picture and Art Trade. 

Water in wood. Of green wood one-third 
to one half, or more, of its weight is water, 
partly depending upon the time of cutting. 
All kinds of woods cut in January in the 
Northern and Western States of America con- 
tain from 15 to 25 per cent, less water than 
they do in spring. Experiments have shown 
that 100 pounds of ash wood cut in January 
contain 29 pounds of water, while the same 
amount cut in April contained 38 pounds of 
water ; 100 pounds of sycamore cut in January 
contained 33 pounds of water, and 40 pounds 
when cut it April. White pine cut in January 
contained 52 pounds, cut in April 61 pounds of 
water. 

Dust and marks of children's fingers can 
be removed from windows by rubbing them 
with a sponge which has been dipped in ammo- 
nia and water. To remove finger-marks from, 
and restore luster to the keys of a piano, wash 
off the marks with a chamois skin wet with 
cold water; then rub the surface with sweet 
oil, mixed with half its quantity of turpentine. 
A liberal rubbing with this mixture will prove 
effective. 

To clean oil paintings, wash them with a 
sponge, and dry them by rubbing with a silk 
handkerchief. When the picture is very dirty, 
remove it from its frame, lay a wet towel on 
the face of the picture, sprinkling it from time 
to time with clear, soft water. Let it remain 
wet for two or three days. Then remove the 
towel and wash the picture well with a soft 
sponge. When quite, dry, rub it with 6ome 
clear nut or linseed oil. 

To clean gilt frames, rub them with a 
little sal volatile mixed with cold water, or, 
after dusting the frames well, paint the gilding 
with a camel's hair brush dipped in the folio- 
ing mixture : one gill of water in which one 
ounce of common salt, one ounce of alum, and 
two ounces of purified niter have been dis- 
solved. 

When oiled walnut furniture begins to 
grow dingy, it can be made to look as fresh as 
new by re-oiling. Linseed or even olive oil 
can be used, but pure, good kerosene oil 
much the best. Rub it well in with a soft 
woolen rag, and polish with clean, dry flannel

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



Carpets and crumb cloths. It would be 
well if all housekeepers could avail themselves 
of the fashion of covering the center of the 
room only with carpet, leaving a margin around 
it for heavy furniture to stand upon, thus sav- 
ing the strain of lifting and pushing, which is 
a great tax and injury at house-cleaning time6. 
The floor beyond the carpets can be stained 
and varnished, or painted to suit the tints of 
the carpet. For common carpets a broad bind- 
ing would serve as a border. 

Crumb cloths should be made large 
enough to hold the chairs set around the table, 
and be tacked to the floor. If they have a 
border or a gay binding they become quite 
ornamental, especially if the border match some- 
tint in the carpet. 

Large figured carpets are out of fashion, 
and as small figures show oil the furniture with 
better effect, and make the room seem larger, 
it is a good change, to say nothing of their 
better wearing. — Philadelphia Call. 

At "Washington the grand historic fresco 
designed to belt the rotuuda of the Capitol has 
been brought to a stand in an unfinished state 
by an unforeseen obstacle. The artist who has 
the work in charge declares that "there isn't 
history enough to go round." The fresco 
begins with the landing of Christopher Colum- 
bus, and at present is finished with scenes of 
the Mexican War. To take designs from the 
scenes in the recent Civil War would hardly be 
in good taste under the circumstances ; the time 
has not yet come for the artistic commemora- 
tion of the great chapter in the annals of the 
United States — at least in the building where 
Congress meets. So a serious blank remains 
to be filled. An Emancipation panel has been 
suggested, but objections have been raised to 
this also. The indications at present are that 
the work will linger on till more history has 
been made. — London Furniture Gazette. 

A method of ornamenting frosted glass 

for those who cannot draw, is to choose some 
pretty pattern of lace curtains, lay it smoothly 
on thin paper, and with a pencil trace the out- 
lines. Then, after making as many layers as 
you require patterns, cut out the designs at one 
time through the several layers of the paper 
with a pair of sharp pointed scissors. Fasten 
r.he patterns with tacks to the frame around 
•ach pane of glass that you wish to decorate. 
Tie up a piece of putty in a piece of thin mus- 
lin, leaving enough of the latter to hold instead 
of a handle. With this, dabble all over that 
part of the glass which the pattern leaves bare. 
When the putty on the glass has dried, remove 
the paper and varnish the glass. 

To keep stoves from rusting, while stand- 
ing away through the warm weather, grease 
them well with mutton tallow, and before put- 
ling them up in the autumn, put them in the 
yard and build a fire in them, which will burn 
off the tallow. Wash them with soapsuds and 
then polish them. This is troublesome, but 
effectual. 

The following very funny notice is clipped 
from an advertisement of a local carpet house 
in an exchange : We wish to inform the trade 
that there are two qualities of Smyrna rugs 
made and offered for sale, and that we adhere 
to our original position of making but one 
quality. 

A lamp with the capabilities of a diminu- 
tive stove is an appreciated benefit in any 
home. One has lately been invented that, 
with alcohol as a medium, does the work of 
boiling and heating without smoke, smell or 
danger, in an incredibly short time. The cost 
is small. See our advertising columns. 

Tepid water, with a little borax dissolved 
in it, is good to wash colored table linen in. 
Nice table cloths and napkins should not be 
allowed to become much soiled, so that they 
will require vigorous rubbing with soap or in 
hot water. 

Mahogany furniture should be washed 
with warm water and soap ; an application of 
beeswax and sweet oil upon a soft cloth, and 
polished with chamois, gives a rich finish. 

Varnish and paint may be removed from 
wood by applying a solution of caustic soda. 
Apply with a brush aud wash off with water 
Repeat this until the paint disappears. 

Lemon stains on cloth may be removed 
by washing the goods in warm soapsuds, or in 
ammonia. 

Old-fashioned mirrors over the mantel 
are again in style, with the addition of bronze 
or gaily painted frames.
